It I8 sald that he at first offerad her a mor-
ganatic marringe. This she refused, and also
refused to see him agaln. Chance drove Napo
leon into the marriage. His uncle, Jerome, for-
mer king of Weatphalia, circulated & rumor that
he was Incapable of marriage. Bismarck, It Is
sald, belleved the story. To disprove it, Napoleon
asked HEugenie de Montijo to share his throne.
They were married January 30, 1853, at Notre
Dame, Paris, and began a relgn of seventeen
years, in which good was intermingled with much
avil,

about them. 1In his marringe proclamation the
emperor sald: “I hope that she will revive the
virtues of Josephine.”

“The portrait and virtues of the empross—all
for two sous.’'

None the less Fugenie's influence was great
She urged her husband to undertake many eu-
terprises that proved dangerous to his empire,
but for twenty years France was successful in
peace and in war, The court glittered.

In disgulse, Doctor
KEvans, the famous American dentist, helped her
to sneak out of Paris to the seacoast, where n
British yacht conveved her to England. Stripped
of her glory in a faw weeks, Eugenie settled in
a modest home given her by Victoria at Chisel
hurst, England. Three years later Napoleon died
there of cancer of the stomach

It seemed as If fate, which had lavished all fte
favors on Eugenie, was now bent upon her de
struction Hereft of empire, husband, honors
her cup seemed full to the brim. But the bitter
est blow of all was yet to fall upon Kugenie, Her
son, Prince Louls, whom she brought up as heir
to the French throne, was killed in a petty wan
ugainst savages in South Africa. He was an
amiable, attrective youth of twenty-three, with
excellent parts, when a Zulu assegal found his
heaft. The gay French had mocked when he had
been sent to South Afrlea. They felt that En
genie was “making a play” to thelr well-known
love of martial glory.
